November Film Series Complements Major Exhibition 
Magna Graecia: Greek Art from South Italy and Sicily 

Film Offerings Also Include Three Cleveland Premieres 

CLEVELAND (Oct. 23, 2002) — This November, the Cleveland Museum of Art will present the five-film series 
Greek Adventurers , spotlighting renowned 20th-century Greek directors, writers, actors and composers who have 
made a major impact on contemporary world culture. Three additional first-run films will also be shown. 
Admission to each film is $6 ($4 CMA members). 

Greek Adventurers will be presented in conjunction with Magna Graecia: Greek Art from South Italy 
and Sicily, on view at the museum Oct. 27, 2002-Jan. 5, 2003. 

Featured movies will be America, America (Nov. 3), Elia Kazan’s autobiographical epic account of a 
Greek peasant who emigrates from Turkey to the U.S. at the turn of the 20th century; He Who Must Die (Nov. 6), 
which takes place in Turkish-occupied 1920s Greece; Eternity and a Day (Nov. 10), top-prize winner at the 1998 
Cannes Film Festival, in which a dying Greek poet and an Albanian refugee boy journey across borders and time; 
Missing (Nov. 17), in which a father searches for his missing son in a coup-ravaged South American country; and 
The Cherry Orchard (Nov. 24), directed by Michael Cacoyannis ( Zorba the Greek), which focuses on a torpid, 
debt-ridden aristocratic Russian family that faces losing its estate to newly rich former serfs. 

Rounding out the November film series will be the Cleveland premieres of Terrorists in Retirement 
(Nov. 13), initially banned in France, which documents how Jewish refugees were used and exploited by the 
French Resistance during World War II; Marjory’s Diary (Nov. 20), directed by former Kent State University 
professor and dean of Ohio filmmakers Richard Myers and inspired by entries in his mother’s diary (1923-1948); 
and A Song for Martin (Nov. 29 and Dec. 1), which chronicles an intense extramarital affair between two older 
musicians — a composer/conductor and a violinist.
